The greatest 
fatigue of the eyes 


comes through 
working 
over ob- 


jects of strongly contrasting colors, 
according to Mr. and Mrs. Frank B. 
Gilbreth, who make a specialty of 
studying the best way to "get things 
done." In a paper read by Mr. Gil- 
breth at the recent meeting of the 
Eyesight Conservation Society they 
assert: 


"We have found that looking at 


objects of different colors and dif- 
ferent brightness, 
such as 
white 


paper and the black typewriter, will 
cause unnecessary • fatigue, due to 
the fact that the pupil of the eye is' 
constantly trying to adapt itself to' 
that part of the retina of the eye: 
which it understimulated or 
over-: 


stimulated by black an dwhite ob- 
jects viewed simultaneously. 
Con-! 
sequently any worker on a black and 
white object will have the pupil of 
his eye continuously contracting or 
expanding alternately with an ever 
increasing periodicity uritil 
exces- 


sive eye fatigue sets in. This is 
so apparent that it can actually be 
seen by watching a worker with no 
other instruments than the obser- 
ver's own eyes. 


"Again, we find in folding hand- 


kerchiefs, that when' handkerchiefs 
with mourning borders are folded, 
the workers get very 
much more 
tired by 3 or 4 o'«lo«k in the after- 
noon than irhen all white handker- 
chiefs are folded. This is .due-to the 
fact that switching the border to and 
fro in front of the eye as it is folded 
is sufficient to make the pupil of the 
eye get larger and smaller aa the 
black in the white field pas-sea the 
eye. The difference is so noticeable 
that it is not wise to have workers 
for long periods on 
handkerchiefs 


with mourning borders. They should 
be shifted to other kinds of handker- 
chiefs. 
The remedies they suggest are the 


adoption of single colored machinery 
and faictory interiors and avoiding in 
every way possible long work overj 
contrasting colors.

delicate and in very frequent use> 
the phenomenon is of greater in- 
terest. 
A vocal apparatus may be 


injured or worn by over-use, and 
the power of a singer does not last 
for life. But, though its flexibility, ' 
power and range may diminish, for 
ordinary purposes 
the 
quality of 


speech remains easily recognizable 
and apparently but slightly influen-* 
ced, 
compared with the all too ap- 


parent decay and destruction -which, 
has gone forward with the passage 
of a decade or two. 


If, the quality of the 
voice does 


not change 
apparently 
with 
th® 


years, neither can it be changed to 
any great extent by any vocal gym-' 
nasties. Numerous are the "meth- 
ods" and "systems" advertised with 
this end in view, but they are futile- 
Quite true, training may 
(though 
, 


often it does not) help to develop 
volume, suppleness and range of ut- 
terance, but the quality changes but 
little if at all. 


<So much for the voice in health. 


As a delicate indicator of ups and 
downs of physical vigor from day to 
day it is even as remarkable as in 
the persistence of its timbre through 
the years. The changes here are not 
so much those of quality as of vigor. 
The strength of the 
voice 
would . 


seam to be a guide .to the general 
forcefulness of the 
personality be- 


hind it, and strength of personality 
is at bottom a thing of physical com- 
bativeaess or of retirement. A clear, " 
crisp speech denotes, in general, vi- ' 
gor and a state of being at or above 
par; 
a weaker, mum'bling, low pitch- 


ed voice indicates physical or men- . - 
tal depression and the more certain- 
ly if it has ordinarily more of the 
character 
before 
mentioned. 
Of 


course we all fall 
into habits of 


speech, of using the voice, but those 
habits usually have their origin in 
some physicial condition, 
past or 


present. 
That there should be such tempor- 


ary and slight changes in the voice 
whose timbre 
remains apparently 


identical from year to year is to be ^ 
expected since the 
machanism for / 


its management is so manifold and 
so intimately 
associated 
centrally 


with the general controlling centres 
of the nervous system. 
The vocal 


cords do not easily change, but their, 
controlling machinery is one with 
the machinery of our emotions. 


As a delicate test of the condition 


of a patient the voice might be given 
more careful 
observation 
than it 


generally receives. Particularly it is 
of value as a test of fatigue in sub- 
jects suffering from long illness, and 
is an indicator of the amount of gen- 
eral exertion of which they are capa- 
ble- It is telltale also, to a consider- 
able degree, of the mental condition 
of the individual, 
reflecting 
more 


certainly than the facial 
features

f«vored Idolatry, but in spite of thla 
rtcord of his ancestors, Asa had a 
will of his own, an~ though young 
when he came to the throne, inagurat- 
ei ' a campaign 
ot reform 
which 


brought great good. He not only had 
tie handicap of the idolatry and im- 
mortality fostered by the two former 
kings, but he had to contend against 
the influence of his mother who had 
encouraged immoral worship (I Kings 
15 :13). In order to carry out his re- 
f»rmatory measures he had"* to wrest 
authority from her by deposing her. 
Aea did that which was good and right 
in the eyes of the Lord (v. 2). 


1. Cleared the land of idolatrous 


emblems and images (w. 3, 5). 
(1) 


Strange altars. These were the altars 
devoted to other gods. 
(2) 
High 


places. These were places where un- 
lawful sacrifices were offered. 
(B) 


Broke down the images. These were 
upright stones connected with idola- 
trous worship. 
(4) 
Cut down the 


groves. 
These were trees or poles 


connected with tree worship. He had 
all these relics of idolatry destroyed 
•ia Jerusalem and other cities through- 
out his kingdom. 


2. Commanded Judah to seek the 


Lord (v. 4). He knew that if the ref- 
ormation was to be effective it must 
be by the positive seeking after and 
worshiping of God, accompanied by 
ofeedlence to His commandments. De- 
structive work avails little unless fol- 
Itwed by constructive. 


II. 
Asa's Defensive Preparation* 


(rv. 6-8). 


1. Built fortified cities (y. 6). The 


cities are not named, but the meaning, 
doubtless, is that It waa a general sys- 
tem of defense which involved the 
cities at strategic points. 


2. He 
erected 
walls 
about 
the 


cities (v. 7). These were usually of 
stone. Upon the walls were observa- 
tion towers from which the position 
and movements of the enemy could be 
seen, and from which defensive war- 
fare could be waged. 


3. Made gates and barred them 


(v. 7). The reason he assigns for 
these defensive preparations was that 
they had sought the Lord God. Those 
who really trust God will make every 
effort to provide defense. 


4. Had an army of spearmen (v. 8). 


These spearmen were also protected 
with large shields. 
The army was 


made up of 480,000 brave men.

were prepared to wage an offensive 
as well as a defensive war. 


I I I . Asa's Victory Over Zerah, the 


Ethiopian (vv. 9-12). 


1. Asa set the battle in array (v. 


10). He went out to meet the enemy. 
jle first made a disposition of his 
means of defense. 
This was wisdom 


on his part. 
Intelligent faith moves 


the possessor to do first that which 
is within his power. 


2. Asa's prayer (vv. 11, 12). 
He 


cried unto the Lord. 
He sought the 


source of national power. 
In this 


prayer note (1) his conscious helpless- 
ness. As he faced the Egyptian army 
two to one against him, he was clearly 
conscious of his Impotency. The first 
requisite in obtaining help from God 
Is conscious weakness. The Christian 
conquers not by self-reliance, but by 
self-distrust and faith in God. (2) Ap- 
peals to God for help. He knew that 
though they were helpless before the 
mighty enemy, with God's help they 
could win the victory. One man with 
God is a majority. (3) Reposes faith 
in God. The word "rest" means to 
lean upon—to cast the entire weight 
upon. In the measure that we realize 
our need of support will we lean 
hard upon God. 
(4) 
Advanced cou- 


rageously. 
He went forth depending 


upon God to fight for him. Real faith 
does not wait until It sees its way 
clear, but goes forth expecting God to 
clear the way. 
(5) 
I* lung himself 


upon God's arms. "O Lord, thou art 
our God." His cause was God's cause. 
If God has taken us for His people, 
and if we have taken Him for our God, 
no enemy can prevail against us. May 
we experimentally say, "Thou art my 
Gtod," and hea-r Him say, "I am thy 
God!"

HOW TO GROW PEPPERS 


Seeds of peppers should be 


sown in a hotbed or in a box in 
the house about 8 weeks before 
the time for setting the plants in 
the garden. The plants are ten- 
der and should not be trans- 
planted until the ground is warm 
and all danger of frost is past. 
Set the plants 15 to 18 inches 
apart in rows 2% to 3 feet apart. 
The cultivation and treatment of 
peppers should be the same as 
for 
tomatoes and 
eggplants. 


There are a large number of 
varieties of peppers, including 
the sweet kinds and the hot pep- 
pers.

The more general planting of both 


standard and small fruits in addition 
to the home vegetable garden would 
contribute materially to the health 
and pleasure of the average family 
and furnish a supply of very desirable 
fruit and fruit products at relatively 
small cost. In many localities it is 
extremely difficult to secure a contin- 
uous supply of fruits in pleasing va- 
riety by purchasing on the market, 
and one of the most important fea- 
tures of the plan for the home fruit 
plantation is the selection of kinds 
of fruits and vaneties of those kinds 
which will do well in the given local- 
ity and ^iich will serve best the pur- 
pose for which they are desired. 


The home fruit plot will necessarily 


be planned from the standpoint of the 
available space, the soil and climatic 
limitations, and the needs of the fam- 
ily throughout the year. In many 
cases it may be feasible to grow all 
the fruit needed, but only that which 
can be most readily produced. Among 
the fruits that may be grown through- 
out the greater part of the country 
are apples, pears, peaches, plums, 
strawberries, blackberries and dew- 
berries. Raspberries, currants, cher- 
ries, quinces, apricots, figs and citrus 
fruits are more or less restricted to 
special localities. In colder sections 
the winters are too severe for peaches 
and all the fruits requiring a warm 
climate, while in the warmer sections, 
apples, currants, gooseberries, rasp- 
berries and certain varieties of several 
of the other fruits fail because they 
cannot withstand the long hot sum- 
mers and winters. 


The plan of the home fruit garden, 


will, therefore, depend largely upon 
thp kind of fruits adapted to the lo- 
cality. On the whole, however, the

Data gathered by the United States 


Department of Agriculture regarding 
the dail> gam and the amount of feed 
and pasture consumed by 34,934 steers 
fattened on corn-belt farms during 
the last two winters, are of value to 
beef producers as an indication of 
how much leed Is required'on the av- 
erage corn-belt farm to produce 100 
pounds of gain.

at the start of the feeding period was

SELF-FEEDERS ARE POPULAR 


Devices Eliminate Great Portion of 


Labor Involved and Insure 


Uniform Results. 


Self-feeders for hogs have come into 
reat popularity among farmers and 
eeders largely because they eliminate 
a great portion of the labor Involved 
in feeding and insure more uniform 
-esults and pains from the hogs. 


Hogs in the wild state were self-fed 


mimals, living upon such feeds as 
ivould satisfy their appetites, and un- 
der domestication thpy seem to thrive 
best vhen fed by the same principle. 
The marked success of the self-feeding 
principle of hog raising Is largely due 
to the fact that ihey may eat an 
abundance of tho&e feeds which will 
nourish them to the best advantage

There are several theories as to 
what sleep is and what actually 
causes it. Dr. J. Victor Haberman of 
New York discusses all of them in 
the MediCEfl Record and comes to the 
following1 conclusions: 


"Sleep is a sequence of 
psycho- 
physical phenomena, originally more 
or less consciously associated, 
now- 


running off automatically, like some- 
thing down a groove. It is not a 
simple 'least resistence' groove, but 
rather a complex series of links or 
relays of conscious and reflex acts 
assocations 
and 
psycho-reflexes, 
now running off 
automatically, a 


psycho-physical series commensurate 
to an automatized association of acta 
and ideas. 


"Thus, at 
(approximately) 
the 
wonted time—night—we go to the 
wonted room—or a room set apart 
for sleep, a bedroom—(and, though 
we may or may not at all be tired) 
start undressing:, et up on 
mental 


effort (direct thinking), go to bed, 
lie down with muscles relaxed, the 
room having been darkened—and all 
being quiet—'close our eyes. 
The 


scene is actively begun but passively 
continued. Little by little most of the 
stimuli from the peripheri, "from 
the environment,' as Schleioh would 
say, have been 
turned off and our 


mental associations, for a brief spell 
still passively wandering, 
slow up 
and presently come to a standstill—• 
and we're asleep. 


"One link naturally dovetails into 


the other. Darkness" closes our eyes, 
it is, in fact, 
difficult to keep the 


the eyes open in the dark, and closed 
eyes slow up our 
thinking— it is 


difficult to think on with closed eyes 
and waking is not 
possible (nor- 


mally) without thought. 


"On the other hand, the cortex, i.
